The "Uld Wilderness" road, trav- 
eled by Daniel Boone and the pion- 
eers who came into Kentucky Iiv 
w.iy of Cunilierland dap, is to be- 
come atrimportant connecting pub- 
lic highway between Central Ken- 
tucky and Batt Tcnnesaae, if plans 
now being prtmioted l>y the Kristol 
Tenn., Board of Trade and kindred 
organisations in that section of Ten- 
ncssce, which have organised the 
Bristol-Lexington Highway Associ- 
ation, mn carried oat. 

The plan is to construct a great 
connecting highway, built of ma- 
cadam direct from Bristol, Tenn., to 
Lexington and interest in the move- 
ment is being aroused along the 
propiisi'd line of both States. 

A dispatch from Hristol has the 
following aceonnt of the pro grt ss of 
the movement; 

The Hristol to I..exington High- 
way association will be organized 
in Hristol the latter-part ol August 
by delei;atea from along the line of 
the proposed mad from Bristol, 
through southwest Virginia, by way 
of Cumberland Gap, Tenn., to Lex- 
ington. Kv. The Hristol board o( 
trade has bad the piatter up tor 
sometime, and eipects to have a 
meeting that will be largelv attend- 
ed by persons all along the propos- 
ed routes. The construction of this 
highwav will depend chiefly on the 
action of two coantie*. one of them 
Scott county, Va., anil the other a 
county just acrosat the border in 
Kentucky. Scott county has called 
an i-lii l Ion to vote on an issue ol 
bonds tor the grading and macad- 
amizing of the roads ol the county. 

The Bristol-to- Lexington highway 
will l)e a rebuilding of the old Wil- 
derness highway throu){h this sec- 
tion to Kentucky used by Daniel i 
Honne as he passed throngh Rast < 
l\iiiK>see and stopped in W.i »hin>{- 
ton county, near Jouesboro, Tenn , 
to record on a tree the Cut that he 
had there killed a licar. He pro- 
ceulvd across the section that the 
new highway will travtrtt.— Lex 
iattton Leader.

It is M iiiewhal ditliciill to niidersttiinl linw tliis npiiiinii ever eanieto 
lie accepted, A scavenger removesdangcrous and ollensive hith from 
places where it does harm, nnd destroys it or deposits it in places where 
i t i- re at i vi l \ li.i i iiilos. 

.\ good scavenger then proceeds to cleanse nnd disinfect the place 
irom wliich the 6ltb was removed, so that neither danger nor offimsc le- 
mains 

Let us see how well the housefly fulfills its duties of a scavenger as 
almvc defined. It is true that he lias unusual ability in detecting :ie- 
cuuialalions of filth nnd that he proceeds— he and his gang— to visit these 
places without waiting lor official notification of their existnnce. I'ut 

dof lie then proceed to ilestrov the tilth or to rcmovit it In .i [■l.ue wluie 
it ii> relatively harmless? The most casual observation is enough to en- 
able one In reply to the first part o< the above qiiesiinn. 

Iiiil .-iiiv one ever see a heap of filth, even one ol small prcporlions, 
ilis.-ipi ear as the result of visitations liy flies? Ilunllv. In l.'iet, a'- 
ihough swHriiis ol tlies go Imck and forth all day from tilth heaps, ai the 
end of the day the human eye cnnnot see that any appieciable amount ol 
iliis hIth has lieen removed. 

Itut, although the pile of tilth has certniiily nut liecii so reduced 1i\ 
flies as to be less dangcroas or less objectionable than it was ori}:inallv, it 
is nevertheless true that each fly has carried away small portions which 
.-Kthert lo its hairy le<^s and hiidy :ind to its tonglW, and also small por- 
tions which it has taken into its stomach. 

Although these aawants are very small, they are nevertheless swarm- 
in>.' with thousands of bacteria, many of which are capable of giving dis- 
eases of various kinds to the human rate. 

What becomes of these minute amounts of filth and these thousands 
of hacteria which flies carry oflT on and in their bodies? Are i liev taken 
to where "they are relatively harmless?" On the conirarv, they are 
taken to where they are capable of doing the greatest possible harm. 

For example, the sputnui of a consumptive who is confined to hii 
room Is not likely to harm anvone outside of the house in which he lives
